INL DOCTOR LANCES

Turkish Deputy. Interpellates 
Ministry on Handling of 
Extradition Case.

ISTANBUL, April 10.—Samuel 
Insull underwent an operation in an 
Istanbul jail infirmary today for 
the removal of an abscess on his 
‘eft thumb. The regular prison 
physician performed the operation.

20-STORY APARTMENT HOTEL 
ORDERED REDUCED BY COURT 


Top 12 Floors of Chicago Structure 
Must Meet Zoning 


CHICAGO, April 10.—An opinion 
which will compel a major opera- 
tion on a 20-story skyscraper was 


handed down by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals yesterday. 
The top 12 stories of an apart- 
ment hotel must be cut down to 
meet requirements of the city zon- 
ing ordinance, the court ruled. Slic- 
ing the skyscraper down for the 
required “set-backs” will cost about 
$343,837. A set-back of at least one 
foot for every nine over the height 
of 72 feet is required by zoning 
laws.

A 16-year-old boy confessed to 
Madison County authorities today 
that he was the one who clubbed 
James Little, 63-year-old East Alton 
truck gardener, who died of the 


blow last Friday. 
The boy, Jack Pruiett, who lives 


near the Little home, the son of 
Ira Pruiett, a laborer, walked into 
City Hall at East Alton last night 
and told Chief of Police Obermil- 
ler, “I am the boy who hit Mr. Lit- 
tle.” 

Taken to jail at Edwardsville, 
where he is held under a man- 
slaughter warrant, he amplified his 
story before county authorities, re- 
lating in detail how he hit the farm- 
er, who had been friendly to him. 

Boy’s Story of Killing. 

Talking composedly, wearing the 
same corduroy trousers he wore on 
the day of the attack, Pruiett, who 
is of frail physique, with brown 
hair and dark eyes, said: 

“IT had been to Mr. Little’s home 
a number of times and he hud 
shown me an old-fashioned double- 
barreled .41-caliber pistol. 

“I wanted it and asked him for 
it several times, but he wouldn't 
give it to me. Last Tuesday I saw 
him in the barnyard currying his 
horse as I was passing his place 
and decided it would be a good 
time to get the pistol. 

“I found a stick about as big 
around as my thumb and a couple 
of feet long and =f slipped up be- 
hind him while he was stooping 
over currying the horse’s legs. 
“He didn’t hear me coming and 
I struck him on the back of the 
read, thinking. I would knock him 
down and then get the pistol. He 
fell to the ground, after I hit him, 
without making a sound. I  be- 
came afraid and ran home, not 
stopping for the pistol. 
“I didn’t tell anybody about it, 
but when I heard the old man had 
died, the thing began to bother me. 
I finally decided to tell the police 
about it and get it off my mind.” 
Police Had Little Clew. 
Prior to the boy’s surrender, au- 
thorities had no clew as to the gar- 
dener’s assailant except for a whis- 
per from the semi-conscious vic- 
tim that he was “hit by.a oy in 
corduroy pants with a black dog.” 
There was a bruise on the back of 
Little’s head and he had _ suffered 
concussion of the brain. 
Pruiett said his black dog was 
with him when he attacked Little.

MOVE TO COMPROMISE ON TAX 
ON COUNTY WATER CO, FAILS 


Deadlock in Board of Equalization 
Over the Assessment of 
Mains. 


An effort to compromise the as- 
sessment for taxation of water 
mains of the St. Louis County Wa- 
ter Co. failed in the County Board 
of Equalization today. C. E. Juz, 
general manager of the company, 
acceded to a request of board mem- 
bers to present on Friday a sworn 
statement of the value of the 
mains. 

Assessor Neaf valued the mains 
at $4,478,333. The company valued 
them at $2,403,419, but Jutz offered 
today to accept a levy of $2,886,000. 
Neaf refused that, but proposed a 
reduction to $3,864,010, which, he 
said, was as low as he would go. 
Jutz refused. A motion by Neaf 
to fix the assessment at his com- 
promise figure failed for lack of a 
second, as did a motion by County 
Highway Engineer Orutsinger to 
make the levy $2,900,000. 

County Judge Schramm declared 
Neaf’s figure was too high and 
Crutsinger’s too low. Schramm 
joined Neaf in the request for the 
sworn statement. James A. Waech- 
ter, attorney for the company, de- 
clared it was opposing a high as- 
sessment because it feared pro- 
spective litigation to have the levy 
distributed among various school 
districts, as in the past, would have 
a costly result, if successful. Neaf 
intends to assess the mains as part 
of the pumping plant in the rural 
Lake School District, where the tax 
rate is comparatively low. If the 
taxes should be collected in other 
districts, too, higher rates would 
apply in some. 

The company agreed today to 
accept an assessment of $242,760 on 
land and improvements and $18,800 
on personal property, a total of 
$261,560, compared with $297,850 
sought by Neaf at first.

Not since the appearance of J. P.

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EXTORTION PLOT 
AGAINST BREMERS 


Jack Neely, Ex-Convict, 


‘Police ~ Deliver Decoy 
Package at Mission.

sued today by Assistant United 
States District Attorney Crooks. 

Neely, who was arrested early 
yesterday at his home, 4427 St. 
Louis avenue,-is held at lice 
headquarters, and ‘has admitted, 
police said, writing letters to 
Adolph Bremer, St. Paul brewer, 
and his son, Edward G. Bremer, 
banker who was kidnaped last Jan. 
17 and released 23 days later on 
payment of $200,000 ransom. 

The letters which Neely is said 
to have admitted writing the Bre- 
mers demanded $200,000 at first, 
and later $25,000. The first letter 
was sent Jan. 31, after Edward 
Bremer had been held captive for 
two weeks. . . 

Denies Connection With Kidnaping 

Neely denied any connection with 
the kidnaping. He said he wrote 
the letters because he knew the 
family was wealthy, and he waated 
to obtain money with which to 
build a home and set himself up in 
the sheet metal business. 

The warrant was issued under 
the Cochran Act, which provides a 
maximum penalty of 20 yeurs in 
prison and a fine of $10,000 for 
mailing letters in an attempt to ex- 
tort money by threats, Bond for 
Neeley was: fixed at $15,009. 

City detectives, during the ‘nego- 
tiations with the extortionist, posed 
first as the senior Bremer, then as 
the son, registering under their 
names at two St. Louis hotels, and 
communicating with Neely through 
personal advertisements addressed 
to “C. B.. @” 

Six Detectives at Service. 

The investigation took six city 
detectives last Sunday to the St. 
Louis Gospel Mission, 4000 Wash- 
ington boulevard, where they at- 
tended services while keeping close 
watch on a decoy package deliv- 
ered to the mission in accordance 
with a demand addressed to the 
younger Bremer that he put $25,- 
000 in a package, address it to 
B. Quinn, and have a Western Un- 
ion messenger take it to the mis- 
sion . 

The package was placed.on a ta- 
ble where mail and packages for 
those attending the mission may be 
claimed by those to whom ad- 
dressed. Recognizing Neely as an 
ex-convict, the detectives observed 
him taking quick glances at .the 
package as he handed out hymn 
books and ushered people to their 
seats. 

Neely, it developed later, like- 
wise recognized Detective Sergeant 
Charles Shelton, and made no move 
to claim the package. When the 
services were over, he and the 
others left the building, and it was 
closed for the night. 

Telis of Writing 5 Notes. 

The detectives had become sus- 
picious of Neely, however, and 
early the next day arrested him. 
At first Neeley denied knowledge 
of the extortion plot, but last night 
signed a statement admitting full 
responsibility. us 

The five extortion letters, Neeley 
said, were written in the basement 
of his home and mailed from a 
mail box at Newstead and Finney 
avenues. The first, sent while the 
younger Bremer was still in the 
hands of his abductors, did not di- 
rectly state that it was written by 
the kidnapers, but contained assur- 
ance that Bremer was “safe and 
well,” and asked for $200,000. The 
others threatened “great danger” to 
the Bremer family if the money 
were not provided. 

Bremer was released a day after 
the first letter was turned over to 
St. Louis police. A detective who

The men with whom 
he had been talking got into a ford 
V-8 coupe and drove after him, fol- 
lowed by men in a second car.

TELLS HOW BYRD SHIP 
RODE QUT GALE AT SEA 


Returned Member of Expedi- 
tion Says Men Dropped to 
Knees and Prayed. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 10.—How 
members of Admiral Byrd’s expedi- 
tion dropped to their knees and 
prayed when the flagship seemed 
about to be wrecked in a gale 
was told yesterday by two return- 
ing -members, Granville P. Lindley 
and Victor Czegka. 

Consulting his diary, Lindley said 
the storm rose at 3 a. m., on Feb. 
11. The ship waz then on its way 
back to New Zealand after landing 
the main part of the expedition at 
the Bay of Whales. 

“The ship was light and picked 
up terrific speed,” he said. “At 
noon we were speeding with the 
gale. At that time Capt. ver Leg- 
ger came on deck and took com- 
mand. He had been sick of pneu- 
monia. He ordered the storm try- 
sails run. up.” 

Lindley then read from his diary: 

“4 p. m.—All quarters have wa- 
ter in them. The seas are pouring 
down the vétilators and all doors. 

“5 p. m.—Capt. Legger orders 
four big tanks filled with sea wa- 
ter. It’s like lighting cigarette pa- 
per to hold the stern to sea. 

“6 p. m.—All hands ordered to 
help pour oil over the sides to 
calm the sea. 

“T p. m—Away goes piece of 
ship’s railing, ventilators and boat 
covers. Heavy seas sweep the ship. 
Only God can save our ship now. 
The men are falling down and 
praying. ‘They are asking divine 
protection. I escape death by two 
seconds. I just grabbed a cabin 
door, and swung inside before a 
huge sea swept down the decks, rip- 
ping away more railing. 

“9 p. m—The barometer is rising 
at last. The gale is slacking to 85 
miles per hour. Thank God. Our 
prayers have been answered.” 
Lindley, who returned on busl- 
ness, said he would go back in Oc- 
tober. Czegka, general manager of 
the expedition, returned because of 
poor health. According to Lindley, 
the morale of the expedition is 
high. Men who are sick keep on 
working, he said. 

“Conditiohis are worse than ‘the 
last time—more snow, higher 
winds, colder weather and worse 
radio conditions,” he said. 

“We can’t take a bath there, but 
mature takes care of itself. You 
don’t get dirty in Little America. 
There’s no dirt in all Antarctica.”

A conimittee has been 
appointed’ by the North St. Louis 
Business Men’s Association to op- 
pose the issuance of $28,100,000 in 
State, city and school bonds, which 
will be voted upon at a special elec- 
tion May 15. Thé committee is cir- 
culating several thousand leaflets 
expressing the opposition. ‘ 
This is the first instance of or- 
ganized opposition to the propo 
sals. The State is seeking a $10, 
000,000 bond issue for eleemosynary 
and penal institution buildings, the 
city $16,100,000 for various public 
improvements and the Board of 
Education $2,000,000 for school 
buildings. The State has applied 
for a $3,400,000 grant from the 
PWA, in connection with the pro- 
posed bonds, while the city has 
asked for $4,754,500 and the 
School Board $600,000. 

Members of the committee are: 
Albért L. Schmidt, lawyer, chair- 
man; Edward P. Gruendler, J. F. O. 
Reller, Eugene Stifel, Elmer W. 
Prange, A. S. Merremeyer and Wil- 
liam J. Studt. Werremeyer is a 
former member of the Board of Ed- 
ucation; Studt, a Republican, is a 
former Alderman, and Stifel has 
been a leader of opposition to spe- 
cial taxes for street widenings. 

The association declares, in the 
leaflet, signed by Walter H. Voss, 
president, that none of the city 
bond items is essentia] in view of 
economic conditions. It asserts 
that the city has not enough money 
in its sinking fund to meet fully 
requirements for principal and in- 
terest on the 1923 bonds and other 
previous issues, and that “impair- 


mated in excess of $1,000,000. 

Comptroller Nolte’s estimate that 
an increase in the city sinking fund 
tax rate this year from 39 to 80 
cents on the $100 valuation is neces- 
sary is cited by the association, 
which asserts that any new bond is- 
sues, for the State, city or schools, 
would mean an increase in the tax 
rate. 

Mayor Dickmann favors use of 
liquor and other new taxes to carry 
the proposed city bonds. He and 
President Neun of the Board of Al- 
dermen have announced they would 
not vote in the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to increase the 
tax rate. Nolte is the third member 
of this board. 

The Board of Education proposes 
to apply the PWA grant to pay in- 
terest and principal on its bond for 
thd first several years, to avoid a 
tax for their support. 

The State bond issue is not justi- 
fied in view of the condition of 
State finances, the association as- 
serts. It says the State ended last 
year with a deficit of $1,500,000 and 
has to borrow heavily from banks 
to meet expenses. ; 

A bond issue for schools is en- 
tirely unnecessary and would be a 
breach of faith, the association 
avers, referring tv the recent ap- 
proval by the people of the 85-cent 
tax rate for general school pur- 
poses. Schmidt explained that many 
voters supported the tax rate in 
the Board of Education to continue 
the policy of building schools out of 
current revenue.

Wagner said he already had ex- 
pressed willingness to make 
changes that would conform with 
Johnson’s ideas. 

Several members of the Senate 
Labor Committee, recalling the 
heavy criticism of the measure by 
industrialists, said they thought 
many changes would be necessary 
to obtain committee approval of the 
bill. 

The text of Johnson’s letter to 
Wagner follows:

ROME, April 10.—Eight experts 
sought today to agree on a mini- 
mum wheat export price plan to lift 
the price of the.grain. It was 
learned reliably that the interna- 
tional delegates were agreed on the 
following points: 

1. Exporters are to have the 
choice of whether to make sales on 
a basis of quotations based on cost, 
insurance and freight to. importing 
markets, or on a basis of freight 
on board from ports of export.

3.\The schedule of prices for flour.

ing type of wheat; bakers or clears 
at 135 per cent; low grade at 125 
per cent, and other grades, includ- 
ing whole wheat flour or meals, at 
120 per cent.

New Race for Armaments. 

Henderson said there was noth- 
ing to warrant an opinion that a 
disarmament agreement was impos- 
sible, but he declared: 

“A new race for, armaments has 
begun, although it has not yet gath- 
ered much momentum.” 

His address was directed to the 
experts gathered to determine 
whether hope yet remains for an 
international control of arms.

THE SCHOOL TAX RATE.: . 

Just one question will be before the Board of Edu- 
|}cation tonight in determining whether the 1934 
‘school tax rate for general purposes shall be 
83 or 85 cents on the $100 valuation. That question 
will be how much money is needed by the board to 
operate the schools efficiently in the coming fiscal 
year of 1934-35 and leave a sufficient cash balance 
to start the succeeding fiscal year. 

Recently the people authorized the Schoo) Board to 
continue for the next four years the maximum rate 
of 85 cents. The board may set a lower rate if it 
feels it can get along with less. It was made clear 


to resume the levy this year of a separate and addi- 
tional tax of 2 cents on the $100 for its sinking 
fund. There is no breach.of confidence in the-pro 
posal of the majority of the board’s Finance Ccm- 
mittee to charge the 85-cent general rate and a 
2-cent sinking fund rate this year. . 

During the depression, the board has effected great 
economies without disrupting the educational sys- 
tem. It is difficult to see how it could put into 
force further economies of much extent without a 
second reduction of salaries—which is utterly out 
of keeping with the trend of the times. The 
tentative school budget, published in last Saturday’s 
Post-Dispatch, shows clearly that the board will be 
lucky, with an 85-cent general rate, to finish the 
coming fiscal year with enough funds to carry it 
over in the next year until taxes come due.

DUBLIN, April 10.—William Wal- 
lace McDowell, United States Min- 
ister to the Irish Free State, died 
last night at a banquet in Dublin 
Castle. 

Rising at a dinner given in his 
honor by Irish executives, he start- 
ed to make acknowledgement of 
the greeting that had been given 
him. The words, “Butte, Montana,” 
came to his lips, then trailed off 
as he slumped forward, dead of a 
heart attack. 

Montana was the Minister’s 

adopted State. He was born in 
Tennessee. He was 67 years old. 
. Mr. McDowell’s cheerfulness, his 
loce of Ireland and a break with 
tradition he made in presenting his 
credentials on March 27 to Presi- 
dent Eamon de Valera—rather than 
to King George’s representative as 
customary—brought him unusual 
popularity. 

President De Valera, sitting at 
Mr. McDowell's left, was one of the 
first to reach him when he faltered 
and fell between his chair and the 
table. 

Body Taken to Legation. 

The dinner broke up in confusion. 
Richard Washburn Child, represen- 
tative of President Roosevelt, who 
had accompanied the envoy to the 
dinner, accompanied the body as it 
was borne to the American Lega- 
tion.

Predictions were that the vote 
would be large for an off year but 
far short of the 2,131,018 cast in the 
A general election in 1932. Generally

' Exeept for bitterly fought local 
issues, general interest lay princl- 
pally in the outcome of the races 
for Congressmen-at-large, and the 
contest in the Twentieth Congres- 
sional District, where Speaker 
Rainey sought renoniination against 
James H. Kirby. Rainey charged 
that Wall street money was thrown 

into the district to defeat him.

Chief Legatee in Will of 
Widow of Steel Magnate.

NEW YORK; April 10.—The Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art is the 


principal legatee of the will of Mrs. 
Emma T. Gary, widow of Elbert T. 
Gary of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. 

The will of Mrs. Gary, who died 
last Thursday, was filed in the Sur- 
rogate’s Court yesterday. She in- 
herited about one-third of her hus- 
band’s estate which was appraised 
in 1931 at more than $22,000,000. 
The Metropolitan is to receive the 
residue of her wealth on condition 
that it accept a bequest of art 
works and adhere to certain condi- 
tions. 
The bequest includes “my rare 
sevres apple-green china dinner ser- 
vice, jewels, jewelry, laces and em- 
broideries, portrait of my late hus- 
band by Hubert Vos, painting of a 
ballroom scene by Madnazo; paint- 
ing of a woman by Henner, and 
painting of a baby by Chase.” 
The condition is that the museum 
display the exhibit perpetually in a 
room, with suitable notice describ- 
ing them as gifts from Emania T. 


If the bequest is not accepted by 
the Metropolitan within three 
months, the executors are author- 
ized to offer the bequest, with the 
residue, to the Commissioners of 
Fairmount Park, Philadelphia, for 
exhibition in the Philadelphia Mu- 
seum, and if not accepted by them, 
to the trustees of the M. H. De 
Young Memorial — San 
Francisco.

HEN an individual of the av- 
W erage type is stung by a bee, 

he suffers some pain at the 
site of the sting and develops in 
that region some slight inflamma- 
tion. All of his symptoms usual- 
'y tend to disappear within a few 
hours. 

Some perséns—about 2 per cent 
of humans—however, on beirg 
stung develop severe reactions, 
These may inchide abnormal swell- 
ing and irritation, shock and col- 
lapse, with low blood pressure ani 
rapid pulse, followed in turn by’) 
slight fever and gastro-intestinal 
disturbances. 


Such sensitive persons may also 
suffer from shortness of breath,’ 
which comes on soon after being 
stung, or hot flashes which spread 
over the whole body, accompanied 
by great difficulty in breathirg, 
wheezing, .coughing, general trem- 
Ling, amxiety and 2ven coma, 

Bee poison or bee venom is a 
highly toxic substance, and that tre 
o:.dinary bee sting does little darn- 
age is due to the fact that the body 
is so big compared to the minute 
amount of poigon injected by the 
bee. 

Some persons are particularly 
likely to be stung. Those who per- 
spire freely, probably because .f 
body odors, attract the bee and evi- 
dently provoke its disapproval. 

The treatment of bee sting con- 
sists in the withdrawal of the shuft, 
if possible, by means of a fine pair 


needle point. The application of al- 
cohol may neutralize some of the 
bee venom and will be gratifyingly 
cool. 

The severe symptoms that may 
follow should be treated as a form 
of mild shock. The patient shonld 
be placéd flat on the back, kept 
warm and should be given stimula- 
tion in the form of smelling salts or 
hot coffee. ,
